After reading the articles that 
have lately appeared in the Journal 
hearing on the subject of the Gal- 
laodet Monument, it is evident that, 
a great variety of opinion exists as 
to its disposal. I like ex-President 
Hanson's plan of letting 'he Monu- 
ment remain just as it is, until after 
the celebration of the One Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the Senool — 
only three years beih 

There will doubtless be hundreds

Hanson's plan will give all 
these persons an opportunity of 
viewing it in its original form, and 
further of acquainting themselves 
of its present needs.

Editor Hodgson : — Will you do 
us, of Pennsylvania, justice by per- 
mitting one of U9 to voice his opin- 
ions through your columns. If not, 
an enclosed stamp will do the rest : — 
I read approvedly Mr. J. S. Reid- 
er's kind remarks about our be- 
loved Dr. L. A. E. Crouter, who has 
stood by the deaf through thick and 
thin for the past three decades. The 
fearless and truthful tribute paid to 
Dr. Crouter again demonstrates that 
the Pennsylvania deaf are as wide 
awake as ever, as well as progressive 
in thought, action and speech. 

I was trained in the oral method 
in Pennsylvania Oral School, Scran- 
ton, Pa. In the spring I asked Dr. 
Crouter to prepare me for Gallaudet 
College. He consented to do so and 
stood by me until I entered the col- 
lege. It was very discouraging for 
me, as several of the teachers tried 
to persuade me to enter a local or 
home High School, and also I did 
not know the sign language. I can 
say the sign language is indispens- 
able in chapel, socials, and out in 
the world. The Pennsylvania deaf 
are right in not trying to butt into 
the State schools, throw in the com- 
bined system and walk away. The 
Resolution Number One came up at 
the right time, calling our attention 
to the folly of " butting in" as we 
are not at war with the Mt. Airy 
authorities and Board of Directors. 
I have no doubt that Dr. Crouter 
and the fair-minded teachers are 
weighing carefully and exhaustively 
the merits of the combined system, 
and will install the sign language 
for Chapel Meetings, etc. They 
will eventually call us into their con- 
fidence and consult us. I would con- 
sider it a greater honor, if I were to 
be consulted concerning the advis- 
ability of introducing the sign lan- 
guage into chapel and meetings, 
than to head a delegation or a 
marching convention to force the 
combined system into schools to 
their humiliation. We do not want 
to be humiliated either. 

The passage of the pure oralism 
law in Nebraska without consulting 
the deaf at large or the intelligent 
deaf Nebraskans, but by the advice 
of a certain deaf man (?) reflects on 
the Nebraska deaf alone, and the 
deaf of Nebraska are responsible for it 
entirely. The N. A. D. fought a 
clean campaign there but lost it. 
Will the N. A. D. print the history 
of the Nebraska fight ? Principal 
Booth has or had deaf parents. 

Those out of that state are pour- 
ing criticism into Nebraka and what 
does the following bracketed state- 
ment of Mr. Henry C. White 
Mean : ' ' The Progressive Oral Me- 
thod is the method of the Rome, 
N. Y., and Nebraska Schools, 
which I have always favored, as 
allowing scope for making the most 
of speech and lip-reading while 
furnishing an education to all the 
pupils by other means." I have 
read his articles relative to Dr. 
Wilde and I endorse White's ac- 
tion. 

In his address before the N. A D. 
convention, Cleveland, O. , Super- 
intendent Jones, of Ohio, made 
the assertion that be would not 
comply with our wish, because the 
pupils' parents demanded that their 
children be taught orally. This 
was noticeably a good tonic to the 
ultra Combined System Advocates. 

In his article to the Silent Worker, 
last year Mr. Pach spoke highly of 
his treatment by the Mt. Airy 
teachers, who permitted him to con- 
verse in sign language with the 
pupils in a class room. That is bis 
K. stamped on the Mt. Airy 
method. 

In the P. S. A D. Convention, 
many years ago, Secretary Ziegler 
forced the resolution exonerating the 
society from the responsibility of 
one of the speaker's criticism of the 
oral method employed at Pennsyl- 
vania Oral School, Scranton, Pa. 
Tbe rising generation will rise np 
and bless him. There will be surely 
many rising generations that will 
rise up and bless Ziegler, Reider, 
Sanders, and those whose minds are 
well poised. 

At the Cleveland convention I was 
surprised to learn that there spreads 
over insylvar tea that 

the appropriations be given to schools 
where oralism is taught. I fear we 
interpret it in a wrong light, as the 
combined system school in Western 
Pennsylvania still receives tbe State 
appropriation. The State does not 
employ secret service men to spy 
around, that the State appropriation 
cease when they pick up a school- 
boy in a sign-language con versa t 
' The P. S. A. D. has its hands 
full, raising the $50,000 endowment 
fund, to maintain the Home for 
Aged, Infirm Deaf; fighting deaf and as-ciie 



dumb impostors; educating the deaf 
to support the home; and teaching 
them Roberts Parliamentary rules. 

Let us not be advocates of an ultra 
oralism, nor ultra combined system 
or ultra progressive oralism. 
Mingle common sense with argu- 
ments. Let us reason well, collect 
data, digest well, and speak in a 
soft voice. 

In conclusion we should expect a 
remark, namely, "You are under 
Dr. Crouter's influence," be stopped 
as it casts a stigma on a generous, 
fearless, God-fearing man, and a 
humanitarian. He is a man of con- 
siderable influence for a good cause, 
but never over his pupils and alumni 
so far as oral and combined system 
arguments are concerned.

"panhandlers" bad been commit 
ted to the House of Correction for 

terms of from three to six months 

each; twenty cure sent to the county 
prison for shorter terms, and thirty 
six had been discharged alter they 
had promised to stop begging 

The number arrested and commit- 
ted included several cases of fake 
cripples. One, a young Italian, 
claiming to have lost an arm in a 
railroad accident, was found beg- 
ging at Twelfth and Market streets, 
with the arm tied behind his back. 

A young man, going from house 
house, with an appeal letter saving 
he was deaf and dumb, could hear 
and speak when arrested. 

" Horace Miller, a young negro, 
turned out to to a hospital and dis- 
pensary fake, shamming hemor- 
rhages and epilepsy, as a result of 
one injury or another sustained in 
an accident." 

The conference yesterday, attend- 
ed by 150 social workers and minis 
ters, took for Its topic "The Church 
and Charity." Speakers included 
the Rev. Francis N. Wasti, of all 
Saints Chapel, Philadelphia Hospi- 
tal; Rabbi Marvin Nathan, of 
gregation Beth Israel, and the Rev 
John A. MacCallum,of the Walnut 
Street Presbyterian Church. 

The clergymen told of the me- 
thods of the church in dealing with 
poverty la their parishes and com 

munitles. Social workers who took 
part in the discussion told of the 
great mass of poor outside the In- 
fluence of the church.

his sentiment outside of the bounds 
of reason. 

The N. A. D. and N. F. S. D., as 
has often been said, have different 
aims and purposes. The aims of one 
cannot fit those of the other. Those 
of the N. F. S. D. are defined by law 
and can deal only with insurance, 
accident, and sick benefits, and the 
social welfare of its members^ It is 
its purpose to sell insurance to all 
desirable white deaf men of good 
moral character, without regard to 
the methods of education in the 
schools. The N. A. D. is commit- 
ted to a policy of antagonism toward 
oral schools, its teachers, and to a 
more or less extent to those deaf 
people who were educated in oral 
schools, and who are loyal to their 
Alma Mater, as is right that they 
should. Massaniello in his writings 
speaks with contempt of Benedict 
Arnold. Would he consider the ex- 
pupils of oral schools, who turned 
traitor, in any other light than that 
in which he holds Benedict Arnold ? 
Hardly. 

The N F. S. D. in adopting his 
plan to help the N. A. D., would 
simply be dividing the deaf into two 
camps and injuring its future pro- 
gress. There is nothing which, he 
mentions, which the N. F. S. D. 
cannot get without the help of the 
N. A. D. There is nothing, which 
the N. A. D. can give in return for 
the help of the N. F. S. D., in the 
plans which he proposes. M' 
the great men of the N. A. D. are also 
members of the N. F. S D Many 
of those members of the N. A. U. 
who are not members of the N. F. 
S D. are old men or women and are 
beyond the age limit and are not 
eligible to membership. Others 
may fail to pass the medical examina- 
tion. In New England the N. A 
D. has not got more than a dozen 
members that I know of. The N. 
F. S. D. has about 150. Does Mas- 
saniello call this a fair exchange i 
And the great majority of the 
sent day output of the schools here 
are orally educated. Would he 
breed in them the spirit of traitors

Why does not the N. A. D. make 
more strenuous efforts to get more 
members ? 

Circulars setting forth its aims 
and purposes with application blanks 
should be sent to all deaf-mutes 
whose residences are known 
Agents of the association shonl 
authorized to attend all social affairs 
of the deaf in their immediate vi- 
cinity, and try to enroll new mem- 
bers. Especial pains should 
made to obtain those who are the 
product of Combined System 
Schools.

cally inclined in favor of the oral 
system. Hut personal exp- 
and meetings with the deaf of all 
Is have changed my opinion. 

The principal point that caused 
this change is that the orally taught 
pupil cannot get along with his own 
kind. Lack of an intelligent know- 
ledge of signs handicaps him from 
being a useful member of deaf society. 
He cannot accurately follow the 
proceedings of the business transact- 
ed at the meetings. In services for 
the deaf and at lectures or readings 
he is lost at sea. But it is not true 
that he cannot get a good education 
under the oral method. The man 
who wants to suceed in bu 
must work for it. Likewise the 
pupil that wants to succeed 
have ambition. Those who think 
only of baseball, foot-ball, and 
basket ball, are not supposed to make 
much progress.
